Tuberculo sis has many perso n­ 
alities. It can affect all parts o f 
the bo dy and sho w as many dif­ 
ferent sympto ns. It can, in fact, 
sho w no sympto ns at all. 
Ev en in o ne area, the chest fo r 
example, tuberculo sis can take 
o n different perso nalities. One 
type mo v es insidio usly in the 
early stages, co ming into the 
o pen o nly after mo nths o f ac­ 
tiv ity. 
Ano ther 
type 
mo v es 
swiftly fro m infectio n to acute 
disease. Still a third—and far 
fro m 
unco mmo n 
type —- pro ­ 
gresses lazily fo r years witho ut 
apparent sympto ns, causing no 
particu lar disco mfo rt to alarm 
its v ictims. 
This last type o f TB is no t as 
harmless as it so unds. As it grad- 
uually bro wses do wn the lungs, it 
tends to inv o lv e large areas. Ig­ 
no red because it giv es its ho st 
v ery little tro uble, it may sud­ 
denly co nv ert 
into an 
acute, 
rapidly pro gressiv e fo rm o f tu ­ 
berculo sis. Treatm ent begun at 
this po int, when the patient is 
o bv io usly v ery ill, may be able to 
arrest the disease and prev ent 
death. But the v ictim may spend 
the rest o f his life as a semi-in­ 
v alid.

THE COST OF ELECTIONS 
When an electio n co sts to o much, it gives the 
appearance, if no t the substance, o f being bo ught. 
The British are aware o f this and have laid do wn 
gro und rules that are rigidly adhered to but which 
canno t be emplo yed in this co untry because o f 
the variety o f o ffices which Americans are called 
u w n to vo te fo r. All British candidates run fo r 
the same o ffice, Member o f Parliament. There aie 
no natio n-wide o r state-wide caJ }d*date^ T.o hnt 
The co sts o f electio ns are higher here, but 
they need no t be so high as to invalidate the prin­ 
ciple o f freedo m o f cho ice. No o ne can even esti­ 
mate the co st o f an American general electio n. 
The figures that are repo rted are a small trac­ 
tio n o f the ex penditures. No t o nly is cash passed 
“ under the table,” as the ex pressio n go es, but 
numero us no n-repo rting co mmittees, fo undatio ns 
and educatio nal divisio ns o f labo r unio ns ex pend 
mo ney fo r po litical purpo ses. 
The Fund fo r the Republic, fo r inatan^. to 
which the Fo rd Fo undatio n gave $15,000,000 and 
is no w denying its o ffspring, has beco me engaged 
in po litical o peratio ns. But it is no t the o nly sin­ 
ner in the sense that tax -free mo ney is used 
fo r purpo ses that are termed educatio nal while 
actually they are all designed to affect vo tes and 
influence po litical actio n. 
Philip L. Graham, Publisher o f 
The Wash­ 
ingto n Po st and Times Herald, 
in a speech in 
Chicago recently called attentio n to co nditio ns 
which deprive po liticians o f self-respect. He said: 
. we maintain an o fficial lie abo ut po liti­ 
cal ex penditures. We do this by having a Federal 
law which limits ex penditures by a candidate fo r 
Co ngress to a max imum o f $5.000, by a candidate 
fo r the Senate to $25.000, and by a natio nal po liti­ 
cal co mmittee to $3,000,000. No w a Senato r^ even 
in a small state, canno t run fo r $25,000 and 
in a 
state like Illino is he canno t 
run 
fo r 
$250.000. But the law remains o n the bo o ks, the 
myth is maintained by a series o f lo ng-practiced 
manipulatio ns and evasio ns, and so we fo rce 
the able man entering po litics to launch his career 
with an initial act o f blatant hypro crisy. And to 
endure this indignity every time he runs again. 
It is estimated that the 1952 Presidential cam­ 
paign co st so mewhere in the neihgbo rho o d o f 
$100,000,000. 
The ex act figure will never be 
kno wn. The o fficial repo rts sho wed $17.500,000 
The high co st o f televisio n is go ing to raise the 
true 1956 figure abo ve that o f 1952. 
A candidate may with the best o f intentio ns 
enter upo n a campaign, ho ping to avo id ex pendi­ 
tures which amo unt to many times his salary fo r 
his entire term. He may have a Messianic emo ­ 
tio n abo ut himself, believing that o nce he is in 
o ffice, he can change the wo rld. 
His first great 
co mpro mise is that to win he has to spend mo ney 
and his managers will get the mo ney where they 
can and in whatever fo rm the do no r is willing to 
give it. 
A Co ngressio nal co mmittee, headed by Senato r 
Tho mas C. Hennings, J r.. o f Misso uri, is at wo rk 
o n this pro blem. It wo uld seem that there has 
always been such a co mmittee. Graham suggests 
that o ne so lutio n co uld be if large numbers o f 
citizens made small co ntrubtio ns. This is a mo ral 
so lutio n designed to make the electio n ho nest by 
remo ving the necessity fo r go ing to racketeers o r 
special interests fo r mo ney. 
In additio n, campaigns sho uld be o f sho rt du- 
ratio n.With the advantage o f radio and televisio n, 
three week*s o ught to be ample. Maybe the candi­ 
dates wo uld be mo re serio us abo ut their speeches 
if they made fewer o f them. All co llateral o r­ 
ganizatio ns, co mmittees, etc., sho uld be required 
to repo rt every detail o f « ex penditure, and the pun­ 
ishment fo r failure to repo rt o ught to be very 
severe. It o ught to be law that every do llar spent 
fo r whatever purpo se by any o ne o r any gro up 
during the campaign be repo rted, with a felo ny 
penalty fo r failure to repo rt, with no mitigating 
circumstances accepted. 
Unless so mething is do ne abo ut o ur electio ns, 
they will cease alto gether to represent the cho ice 
o f the peo ple. They will be bo ught electio ns, the 
o ffice go ing to him who can spend the mo st 
mo ney o n radio and televisio n. Already candidates

Oppo sitio n is natural, but intelligent so uth­ 
erners realize that in the end it will be fu­ 
tile.

If fulfilment pro ceeds quietly, steadily, 
but gently, and sensibly, there need be no 
serio us tro uble. The So uth is abo ve any 
real o ppo sitio n to law. 
It is the ho pe o f all go o d Americans that 
integratio n will lead to better buildings and 
equipment, to gether with a higher level o f 
educatio n all o ver the co untry. 
Races 
which have lived to gether in peace will 
do ubtless co ntinue to do so .

MOST PEOPLE in the wo rld

After the United 
States and So viet Russia, this is 
the richest area in the wo rld in 
natural reso urces.

So viet Russia and Co mmunist 
China lo o k with such co veto us 
eyes o n these islands. *But the 
truth is that, by the pro cess o f 
infiltratio n and internal co nspir­ 
acy w’hich is the familiar pat­ 
tern o f the “ co ld war,” the Co m­ 
munists are eager to secure the 
co mplete co nquest o f the Indo n* 
esians. 
The o nly light o n the ho rizo n 
is the fact that America, Britain, 
France and many o ther po wers 
at last have awakened to the 
menace o f the Indo nesian dicta­ 
to r in his attempt to grab Dutch 
New Guinea and set up a co ­ 
lo nialism o f his o wn. This island 
territo ry, which is 1,500 miles 
fro m the Indo nesian capital, no 
mo re belo ngs to Indo nesia than 
Guam do es to J apan. 
Dutch 
New Guinea is a strategic gate­ 
way to Australia. If Indo -China 
co mes under the yo ke o f co m­ 
munism alo ng with Indo nesia,

TUE COST OK ELECTION S 
When an election cost* too much, it give* the 
appearance, if not the substance, of being bought. 
The British are aware of this and have laid down 
ground rules that are rigidly adhered to but which 
cannot be employed in this country because of 
the variety of offices which Americans are called 
upon to vote for. All British candidates run for 
the same office, Member of Parliam ent. There are 
no nation-wide or state-wide candidates. 
TTie costs of elections are higher here, but 
they need not be so high as to invalidate the prin­ 
ciple of freedom of choice. No one can even esti­ 
mate the cost of an American general election. 
The figures that are reported are a small frac­ 
tion of the expenditures. Not only is cash passed 
under the table,” as the expression goes, but 
numerous non-reporting committees, foundations 
and educational divisions of labor unions expend 
money for political purposes. 
The Fund for the Republic, for instance, to 
which the Ford Foundation gave $15,000,000 and 
is now denying its offspring, has become engaged 
in political operations. But it is not the only sig­ 
ner, in the sense that tax-free money is used 
for purposes that are term ed educational while 
actually they are all designed to affect votes and 
influence political action. 
Philip L. Graham, Publisher of ‘‘The W ash­ 
ington Post and Times Herald,” in a speech in 
Chicago recently called attention to conditions 
which deprive politicians of self-respect. He said: 
we m aintain an official lie about politi­ 
cal expenditures. We do this by having a Federal 
law which limits expenditures by a candidate for 
Cbngress to a maximum oi $5,000, by a candidate 
for the Senate to $25,000, and by a national polit! 
cal committee to $3,000,000. Now a Senator, even 
in a small state, cannot run for $25,000 and 
in 
a 
state 
like 
Illinois 
he 
cannot 
run 
for 
$250,000. But the law remains on the books, the 
myth is maintained by a series of long-practiced 
manipulations and evasions, and so we force 
the able man entering politics to launch his career 
with an initial act of blatant hyprocrisy. And to 
endure this indignity every time he runs again.” 
It is estim ated that the 1952 Presidential cam 
paign cost somewhere in the neihgborhood of 
$100,000,000. 
Tile exact figure will never be 
known. The official reports showed $17,500,000 
The high cost of television is going to raise the 
true 1956 figure above that of 1952. 
A candidate may with the best of intentions 
eider upon a campaign, hoping to avoid expendi 
tubes which amount to many times his salary for 
his entire term. He may have a Messianic cmo 
tion about himself, believing that once he is in 
office, he can change the world. 
His first great 
compromise is that to win he has to spend money 
and his managers will get the money where they 
can and in w hatever form the donor is willing to 
give it. 
A Congressional committee, headed by Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings, Jr., of Missouri, is at work 
on this problem. It would seem that there has 
always been such a committee. Graham suggests 
that one solution could be if large numbers of 
citizens made small contrubtions. This is a moral 
solution designed to make the election honest by 
removing the necessity for going to racketeers or 
special interests for money. 
In addition, campaigns should be of short du­ 
ration. W ith the advantage of radio and television.

The warnings are re­ 
peated. Figures published by the National 
Safety Council indicating how many people 
are expected to die violently are given pub­ 
licity. 
Despite the safety campaigns and the 
publicity the Memorial Day weekend is 
over and the death toll is again appallingly 
high. 
Some who were lucky enough to 
escape death will bear the marks of their 
injuries for the rest of their lives. 
Still 
others will have the memory that they w'ere 
responsible for the death or serious injury 
of another. 
How' many of the people who met death, 
who were injured or caused injury, heard 
or read the warnings and ignored them? 
Can we profit from their tragedy and pledge 
that at all times we will take every precau­ 
tion to protect our own lives and the lives 
of others who share the roads and high­ 
ways with us? 


GOOD IN-LAWS 
Tilings do go out of style, even ogres. 
Just a little while ago, the classic answer 
to the question, “When is a mother not a 
mother?”, would have been, “When she is 
a mother-in-law.” 
But a current survey 
indicates that the menace w’ho Is mater­ 
nally related to the little wife has a rat­ 
ing of 65 per cent approval among 10,048 
men interviewed. 
Somehow it has never occcured to any- 


useful information on this subject which should 
help. 
He states that in the first three months of life, 
the most common cause of crying is discomfort, 
of w’hich hunger is the most likely source. Exces­ 
sive or. prolonged crying is usually the result of 
keeping the baby waiting a long time for food 
when he is ready for it. This may be because pa­ 
rents think that a baby must be kept on a strict 
feeding schedule and w’ill learn bad habits if fed 
when he wants food. Babies often cry from hun­ 
ger because they are taken away from the breast 
before they have finished. It is wrong, he says, to 
let babies feed for a fixed period, say ten minutes, 
because all breasts and nipples are not alike in 
the ease with which milk can be obtained from 
them. 
‘‘Many babies cry’ from hunger because the 
nurse, physician, or m other is so obsessed by the 
fear of over-feeding that the baby is half-starved. 
I have yet to see a baby who cries because of 
over-feeding. Discomfort may occur from gas in 
the stomach but most crying attributed to this 
cause is really due to hunger or boredom.” 
Crying in the evening from 6 to IO p. rn. in a 
well-fed baby is usually due to colic caused by­ 
e le c tio n s of gas In the intestine. Crying from 
discomfort may also be due to being too hot, too 
cold, or being wet or soiled. 
A most im portant cause of crying in babies is 
loneliness. This crying soon stops if the baby is 
picked up and cuddled—other types of crying do 
not. 
It is interesting to learn that boredom is the 
most common cause of cry ing in the older baby, 
although discomfort due to hunger continues but 
to a lesser degree than in the younger baby. 
Many babies are left to cry’ for hours in a car­ 
riage outside, with nothing but a brick wall to 
see, and their mothers cannot understand what 
is wrong w ith them. “All the babies want is to see 
W’hat is going on and to have company. Many 
such babies cease crying if they can watch 
their m others.” 
O ther causes, in the older baby, are forced 
feeding, strange surroundings, inability to play, 
tiredness, and teething. “There is no evidence that 
it does any harm to a baby to pick it up w hen it 
cries; it does not cause a bad habit of expecting 
to be constantly picked up to develop. A baby 
that screams from colic, pain or teething should 
be picked up and comforted.”

New French J et

Paris, Ju ne 6 
— A new 
French jet interceptor was re­ 
ported today to have reached a 
speed of between 750 and 1,000 
miles in horizontal flight over 
the Melu n-Villaroche Airfield, 30 
miles sou th of Paris. 
A spokesman at the French 
aij* ministry said the reports, 
pu blished in all Paris papers to­ 
day, were “basically tru e.”

Joe developed special affection for his Uncle Ken the su mmer he 
visited him and his au nt at their lake place. It was Uncle Ken who 
gave Joe his first fishing rod and showed him how to u se it. It was 
he who'd thou ght of camping ou t that u nforgettable night beside 
the lake. Thou gh he had no children of his own, he seemed to know 
more abou t you than any other people. 
When Joe was seven, Uncle Ken died. 
When his mother told him, he walked over to the window. She 
started to speak, bu t he shook his head irritably, his face averted, 
“Leave me alone, I hafta think.” he said. 
Bu t late that evening, the thou ghts became too oppressive to 
bear alone. To his su dden cry of “Mother!” she went to him to find 
him, sitting u p in bed in the dark. In a high, strained voice, Joe 
asked, "It means I’ll never see him again, doesn’t it?” Does it, 
Mother?”

She sat down on the bed, not tou ching him. “Yes, Joe, that s 
what it means,” she said. 
She waited. Then into the darkness, she said, “Last week you 
came home from school so happy.
